far not crying downe the ſinne, and catechiſing our 
people better. If ſo, mine anſwer is ingenuous : Iam 
content to own ſome part of the blame, ſo you will 
paſſe an equall ſentence betwixt all offenders. I will 
not excuſe our ſelues, the Commons, the poore, vn- 
der- officers, &c. nor can I on the other ſide excuſe 
the behaviours of roo many Gentlemen. I am de- 
ceived,if foure things in ſome of them, haue not bin 
ſome occaſion of drunkenneſſe in this Kingdome. 

The firſt is, want of Hoſpitality: time was, when 
the poore traueller was ſure to find in moſt Townes 
of marke, two Innes to drinke at; the one the Ma- 
nor houſe, the other the Parſonage houſe:now men 
are knowne by their houſes, not the houſes by the 
men (as one of that ranke complaines: ) the Maſter 
of the houſe flies, and ſometimes carries behinde 
him a piece of the Church too; and by this meanes 
the Mannor is without drinke, the Parſonage with- 
out mault, and then what followes? trauellers muſt 
needes haue drinke, therefore there muſt be Ale- 
houſes; and what will follow next, who knows nor? 

The ſecond is; want of vpholding tillage and huſ- 
bandry,worke the husbandman out of his dwelling, 
(either by turning him to a rack-rent, or by ſending 
him to lookea dwelling in ſome market towne) and 
what becomes of him? either he turnes Badger, or 
Maultſter, as knowing none other trade; which two 
callings ſymbolize very much with that of the Ale- 
mans : and how many by their Landlords are thus 
vſed, our bigger Townes, which (by this meanes, 
like Antiochus his Armie) are fuller of mouthes than 
hands, are ſtrong euidences. | |

T he fourth and laſt thing more neerely concernes 
your owne callings ; and that is want of due ſeueri- 
tie; the goodnes of your natures and educations in- 
clines you ro mercy; a moſt ſweet grace, if it be not 
miſtaken and miſplaced: but (alas) tis no mercy to 
ſuffer Locuſts to eate vp the childrens bread, and to 
turne in ſwine to the labourers drinke. I am hartily 
ſorrie to ſee how many good natures are deceiued 
withthis counterfeit of mercy, when Iuftice ſhould 
take place againſt both places and perſons offen- 
ding. Hath any man offended ? It he be poore, tis 
mercy to ſpare him; if great, tis pitty ro diſgrace 
him. Hath any houſe ? alas, if you pull downe their 
ſigne, they cannot liue, the rowne muſt keepe them: 
ſo mercy keepes vp ſignes, and (which is worſe)ſets 
them vp too. Hath a Seruingman ſpent his ſtrength 
and time ? tis mercy to make him a paſſe, and giue 
him a licence to ſell Ale: Hath he beene wilde and 
diſhoneſt? in mercy licenſe him, to keepe him true 


and honeſt : as Iulius made one Cardinall, to keepe iu 3

the diſorderly vſè of drinke, nature loathes it, and trembles 

at it, as might be ſhewed{if needfull)by the Lawes and con-

thought worthy remembrance, by the teſtimony of the loo- 
ſeſt and moſt naturaliſts, (the very Poets, the very Greekes) 
who haue condemned ſippings and drinkings, as well as 
drunkenneſſe. | 

Laſtly, by the verdi& of the drunkards owne conſcience, 
which fils his face with ſhame and bluſhing, when he is cal. 
ted by that name, and makes him quake at the ſinne it ſelfe, 
till he hath laid this his keeper to ſleepe , and blowne out 
that little light that is left in him, and deſperately drowned 


the voyce and cry ofnature; andyet(who knowes it 5 | 


nature hath no liuely touch or quick. ſiglit: the matter (alas 
muſt be very groſſe, that nature ſecth foule and fluttiſh, that 
ſhe ſqueames at; yet(behold) that nature ( Which out of blind- 
neſſe ſwallowes fo many flyes) ſtraines at this, and therefore 
certainely it is no gnat. | - 

From authoritie (Diuine and humane) wee might paſſe 
to arguments of another kind, and fall vpon this ſinne with 
many weapons at once, reaſoning either from the generall, 
thus: It is a great ſinne to abuſe any lawfull thing and good 
creature; therefore drinke. Or from the like, thus, :Toabuſe 
meate to ſurfet, isgrieuous; therfore drinke alſo : or from 
thecontrary, or from the cauſes, or from the effects. Bur 
Salomon firſt, and'E fey ſince haue ſaued vs this labour; and it 
will be ſufticient for vs to transſcribe their orations, and to 
beare them fpeaking in their owne words. Firſt then Salo. 
mon, hauingelſe- where let fall many diſgracefull tearmes a- 
gainſt this ſinne, in his 23. Chapter he preſents vs with a full 
oration and inuectiue, making for our purpoſe. The ſinne, by 
him controld, is abuſiue drinking, (verſe 30.) the carriage 
and order of his ſpeech very artificial: firſt, arguments are 
brought againſt it: ſecondly, anſwers are giuen to obiecti- 
ons that are made for it; the ſtile is very lofty and rhetorical; 
the manner of hisdiſcourſe, (ſtript of his flowres and co- 
lours) ouer and beſides diuine authority, in euery word is 
this; Diſordered drinking ſils a man withall curſes and mĩ- 


ſeries, naturall and ſpirituall, therefore it is to be ſhunned 
| as 
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as moſt hurtfull: this is, firſt, propoſed; ſecondly, prooued 
from a particular enumeration and induction, &c. 

In the rall, there is woe and alas, to cucry abuſer of Verſ. 29. 
dr inke: firſt miſeries vnſufferable , and ſuch as ſhall cruſh 
(firſt or laſt) the tipler, and make him blow and ſweat vnder 
them : the woe is not (et downe in Gods Booke, the (alas) 
will one day be fetched out of his ſides. Then in particular, 
this practice fils him with much ſinne againſt others, vi. 
drinke abuſed, doth breed brawles, and make quarrels: 
where the partie darcs be bold, it makes him brawle with 
neighbours, fellowes, hoſtefle, ſeruants, children, wife, all; the 
drinke hauing bitten him, he runnes like a mad dog vp and 
downe, ſnapping at euery body ; firſt, hee ſhakes his one 
people in his on yard, then all that come within the breath 
ofhim; hauing once falne out with his own wits and mom. 1, fig voleue- 
bers, (that one goes one way, and another another way,) he 1a. Sen ER. tz. 
can agree with no body, but prooues raging mad, as a Hea- . 48. 
then (after Salomon) could ſay. a 

Secondly, as he can ill rule his hand, ſo worſe his tongue; Fæundi cab - 
fat cups oy le that ſo much, that it cannot ſticke: drinke dou - r. — 
bles his eyes and cares, he ſees (in his conceit) all things dou. 
ble : but it multiplies his tongue beyond number; one drun- 
kard hath tongue enough for twenty folke, and hath ſome- 
what to ſay to euery queſtion and perſon; he is then a good 
Aſtronomer, Logician, Philoſopher : and what not? A Con. 
ſtable, Iuſtice, Preacher, Councellor, a King : and who not? 
What cannot he doe ? What doth he not know ? Whar will 
he not ſay ? Any ſecrets are then reucaled, of friends,of wife, 
of ſtate ; yea, his owne heart comes vp as cafily , as ſome of 
his drinke; and you ſhall aſſoone perſwadea ſtone to ſpeake, 
as him to be ſilent: now he railes, now he ſcoffes, now hee 
lyes, Bow he fawnes, now heſweares,now he bans and can- 
not be quiet till his tongue be wormed, 

Secondly ,as he is a foe to others, ſo no friend to himſelſe, 
whether ſoule or body be conſidered : for body, hee is moſt 
ſenſible of that; and therefore Salomon doth well to beginne 
there: he drawes miſery _ himſelfe from others, he cre- 
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ates miſery to himſelfe without others. Firſt (ſaith Salomon) 
hee hath cauſeleſſe wounds, needleſly procured, though de- 
ſeruedly inflicted : he hath ſmall reaſon to draw vpon him. 
ſelfe hatred , ſhame, ſmart; there is enough abi ies him in 
Hell from Heauen: but hee will cauſe his kindred to for. 
ſake him, officers to ſmite him, Chirurgions , Phyſicians, 
Taylors, Bailiffes, and other Magiſtrates to be troubled with 
him, ful much againſt their wills; there is no helpe, but he 
muſt paſſe vnder the hands of priuate Rulers, of publike Go. 
uernors, both in Churchand Common-weale ; perforce hee 
mult to the whip, tothe poſt, to the ſtocks, or elſe he proues 
a Bedlem. | 

But isthis all? No: though all men giue him paſſage, 
yet he will not to his graue in peace, he will doe one execu- 
tion vpon himſelfe, he will bleare his eyes (ſaith Salomon:) 
Isthatthe worſt? then neuer care; he will (ell twoeyes, to 
ſatisſie one tongue: but that is not the worſt; hee meanes 
two things : firſt, that hee diſtempers himſelfe: ſecondly, 
that he diſguiſes himſelfe. For the firſt; Who can recount 
the hurts that by this meanes come to the whole body, eſpe- 
cially to the head, ſtomacke, liuer, and the more noble parts? 
Who can recite the Rheumes, Goutes, Dropſies, Apoplex- 
ies, Inflamations, and other diitempers hence enſuing ? Be. 
leeue a man in his owne art: The diſtempered body, the 
more it is filled, the more it is ſpilled. 

For the ſecond: What one ſinne more mangles and de- 
faces Gods Image and mans beauty, than this? How doth 
it dam vp the head and ſpirits with mud; blow the cheekes 
with winde ? fill the eyes and noſe with fire; lade the hands 
and legges with water; plague (in ſhort) the whole man 
with the diſeaſes of a Horſe, the belly of a Cow, the head of 
an Aſſe, &c. and turne him into a very walking dung- 
hill? 

Thus Salomon hath furniſhed vs with ſome reaſons againſt 
this ſinne: the drunkard no interrupts him (as one impa- 
tient of further ſpeech)beſore he can finiſn his oration ; faing 


he Would ſhift off all, and therfore moougs cucry — 
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(if it might be) he would deny the fa& : ſecondly, or (if that 
may not be) he will ſtand to his action, and make good his 
practice. For the firſt, thus he ſpeakes, What of all this? Veeld 
euery word that is ſpoken againſt drunkenneſſe to be true, 
grant it as bad, or worſe, than it is madey What's this ro me? 
the queſtion ſtickes here, who is a drunkard ? for my ſelſe, I 
was neuer ſo gone yet, but I knew the way home, I could 
tell what I did, what I ſaid, &c. The divine Orator anſwers 
(and his anſwer is alſo ours: They that tarry long at the 
wine, they that goe to ſeeke mixt wine, they are the parties 
to whom the woe belongs; they are to be ranked with dran- 
kards, Drinke then is not onely abuſed when it turnes vp a 


mans heeles, and makes the houſe runne round, (as one Senee. G. 
ſpeakes) but when it ſteales away the affeRions, ſo farre, 4m n, 


that a man cannot make too much haſte te it, take too much 
paines for it, ſpend too much time at it. Beleeue it, if a man 
dr inke too much for his purſe, too much for his calling and 
occaſions, too much for his health, and quiet of body and 
minde, Salomon calles him a dtunkard: yea a drunkard, 
though he take not too much for his braines: for why? a 
man hath no more reaſon, or watrant, to drowne his time, 
his eſtate, his liuer, his ſtomacke,8c.than his wits & braines: 
nay, ſeeing in caſes of this nature, things are rather meaſu- 
red by the intention and aſſection of the doer, than by the 
iſſue and euent of things; why ſhould not a man be deemed 
a drunkard, for his inordinate affcRion to drinke, as well as 
an Adulterer for the like affection to his neighbours Wike ? 
Nor needes that trouble vs, which Ptvloſophers tell vs, that 
no man defires drunkennefle : forthe ſame may bee ſaid of 
euery other finne : ſinne, as finne, in its owne colours and na- 
ture, is neither deſired, nor defirable, but only as it is diſgui- 
ſed, and offers it ſelfe to the vnderſtand ing and will, in the 
likeneſſe and habite of goodneſſe: drinke is deſired, though 
drunkenneſſe be not; and company, and fport, and all occa- 
ſions of the ſinne: and hen to theſe the. deſires are carried 
with too much ſtrength, the man (that ſhould be maſter of 
his defines, and not a emanate them) deſetues for his tally,

mon ſpeake againſt this regular drinking, he ſpeakes beſides 
the booke;the vertue of wine (ſay the like of other liquors) 
| is great, if a man haue skillhow to chuſe it, by its colour, 
| , motion, &c. and will(ifnot recciued toſurfer ) giue 
| much content and-refreſhing ; thisis knowne, I finde it, I 
feele it, I perceiue it doth me good, and I will beleeue my ; 


owne eyes and taſte, before tenne Sele ent. _ an. 
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ſwers this : Well, (ſaith he) be not deceiued with ſhews and vert. 3r. 
ſhaddowes : a man may be drunke, though his eyes be not 8 
out; and may be deceiued, though his eyes be in too: all is "i 
not Gold that gliſters, all is not paid that is promiſed; Wine | 
promiſeth much for the preſent, but it will deceiue thee in 

the end; it promiſeth health, but it payes ſickneſſe; it pro- yer 32 
miſeth comfort, but thou ſhalt finde ſorrow ; it promiſetn 
nelpe, but thou ſhalt receiue hurt; it is a poyſoned potion; 

an Amphisbæna, it bites both wayes(hereafter and now too) Per (e ſpſcium 
and carties its ſting with ir, for all its ſmiling and flattering e. Chryl. 
tace. And thus Salomon hath ſilenced the prattler, and made 

way to his other arguments, which more immediately re- 

ſpc& the ſoule: be not wearie, if I draw you after hima lit. ; 
tle further, , 

Thineeyes(faith he)&c. follow three companions of this Verſ. 33. 
finne:the firſt is impurity, and this is euer one. Venus comes 
out ofthe froth ofthis Sea; I Will neuer beleeue that Chaſti- wuwyuen ego 
tie euer ſlept inthe Drunkards bed: nay, this ſinne filles the chrizmcaftum 
heart and eye, (both eyes) if not the life, with horrible filthi.. be, &c. 
neſſe, naturall, vnnaturall, any: this is ſo cleere a truth, that „ 
Darkneſſe it ſelfe ſaw and confeſt it. 

Secondly, his heart (to paſſe to the ſecond companion) 
belcheth out peruerſe and crooked things, things farre from 
truth, piety, reaſon, modeſty: oh the beaſtlineſſe that ſmokes 
out of ſucha mouth a man would thinke that the Dinell 
himſelfe ſhoald bluſh, to heare this childe tale: hom doth | 
his mouth runne ouer with lyes, againſt both Chriſtians and O. 
Preachers? What ſpeakes he leſſe than Whoredomes, Adul- 
teries, Inceſts, at euery word ? Heare two or three talke, 
when ſomewhat whittled,and you would change the Lyca- | 
2 language, and ay, Diuels are come vp in the likeneſſe AR: 14 
of men. 

Yet we are not at an end: excuſiue drinking hath a third Verſ. 34,35. 
companion, and that is ſenſeleſneſſe, both of one place and 
caſe. For the firſt, lay a Drunkard in the Seas, (er him on a 
Tree or Maſt, tis all one to him, he conſiders nothing; but (as 
if the prouerb, Adrunken man neuer takes harme, were good

is done, and therefore for the future is ne way bettered; hee 
forgets his pouerty, by that time hee hath gotten a penny; 
the whip, by that time his doublet is on ; the ſtockes, by 
that time his foote is out, and therefore the next iourney he 
makes, is to the Ale. houſe againe. To conclude, conſtrue 
thoſe two laſt verſes how you will, rwo things are cleere: 
firſt, that this drinking is a beſotting ſinne, howſocuer it 
makes one ſometimes as ſicke as euer was Sca-man(asſome 
alſo expound thoſe words ) and expoſe him to a thouſand 
perils, yet is he neuer the wiſer afterward. 

Secondly, that this Dropſie-likediſcaſe isalmoſt incura- 
ble; partly becauſe a man herein ſees not himſelfe, & knows 
not what to repent of when he is ſober (it being a taske al. 
moſt inuincible, to make him own thoſe words and behauĩ- 
ours when he is ſober, which in his pots he was author of;) 
and partly, becauſe this diſeaſe ſtill growes vpon him like a 
Dropſie, and meanes to liue, (though he dye) being, as one 
ith, an inſatiable couetouſneſſe, as that is an vnſatiable 
drunkerneſſe. 


And thus Salomon hath proued our point, and yeelded | 


this conclufion ; Abufiue drinking is a dangerous ſinne: 
dangerous to body, dangerous to ſoule; dangerous in its ef. 
fects, dangerous in its companions; dangerous in this life, 
dangerous in the life to come. After this moſt wiſe writer, 
it were worth the while, to heare our moſt lofty Orator de- 
claime vpon the ſame Theme, telling vs how preiudiciall to 
labour, liberty, liuelihood, and life it ſelfe it is: but I ſhould 
be too too tedious, and therefore I reſt in that which hath 
beene already ſpoken in the opening of the Text, and poſte 
now toſome applieation. f

ſembled, but muſt draw ſome teares from our eyes, ſome 
Gghes from our ſoules, ſome prayers from our hearts; wee 
muſt flye to heauen with petitions, left theſe crying abuſes 
preuent vs, and get a grant of iudgement againſt vs firſt.

moſt rag:s on the Sabbath;that wilde and vnruly finne,that 
knowes no Magiſtrate, no Miniſter, no Father, no King, no 
Ceſar; that murtherous ſinne, that kils more than the ſword, 


 Indieeds vpon fire; that adulterous ſinne, that fils all cor- 


ners with whoredomes; that theeuiſh ſinne, that ſteales a- 
way mens time, putſes, wits ; that robs the poore of his due, 
and throwes that out of one {wines noſe, and mouth, and 
guts, that would refreſh a whole family; that ſlanderous fin, 
that lades the world with tales and railings, againſt the 
hoaſt ofthe liuing Cod: that Atheiſticall ſinne, that beleeues 
no more the threats and promiſes of God, than if ſome coo-

ſinne, that puts off all thoughts ofones family, ones ſelfe, and 
ſends him on grazing with Neb«chadrezzar; nay, on ſwil- 
ling with hoggs and other ſwine ; this ſinne, this vile ſinne, 
thus tranſcendent, doe you feare, doe you ſhunne,doe ye ab- 
horre, as hauing the ſeeds of it in your nature.

Secondly,ſhunne the occaſions of ſinne, (as Salomon giues 
direction in the fore-mentioned Chapter for ſome particu- 
lars, as for company & place in the twentieth verſe ; & in a- 
nother, he forbids looking on the wine, and ſtaying at it) for 
this fitting by it, and blowing ouer it, puts a man into the 


hands firſt and afterwards ynder the power) of drunkennes.

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Thirdly, heare Pas Epheſ. 3. 18. Be not drunke (faith he) 
doe not ſouze your ſelues, no (would ſome ſwilbo wle lay) 


vnleſſe the drinke be right, nay(ſaith Paul) thou gh it be wine;

(faith Paul) this is the onely way to fill the heart with joy, 
and the mouth with ſongs, and the houſe and ſoule with 
ſweet melodie; and therefore if mirth be your marke, leaue 
exceſſe, & drunkenne ſſe, which hurts the minde, and makes 
heauy the heart, Luke 21. and fall to ſpirituall ordinances, to 


ſpirituall exerciſes, ſpirituall company, ſpirituall graces, and 
Jos will fil the heart with ioy,and yet not empty the purſe 
of coyne, as our Prophet after will tel you. After theſe dire- 
Rions we might adde Peters counſell, Be watchfull and ſo- 
ber; Pauls charge, Redeeme the time, and many ſuch like 
wholcſome receits againſt this noyſome diſeaſe: þ 
not tarry, and therefore I paſſe from the generall to ſome 
articular inſtructions. 
And firſt, ſuch perſons as trade in theſe commodities,and 
vent and vtter drinkes of many ſorts, are deeply engaged 
in this point; and (were there hope of doing good) they 
would be minded of their wickedneſſe, in entertaming tray- 
tors againſt God within their doores; and of their — 
in ſuffering ſo much impietie to reſt within their gates.

Diana, after ſome one Demetrius had told the reſt of this oc- 
cupation ; Sirs, ye know that by this craft we haue our wealth, 
Surely,fearcofhauing their Signe pulled down, their licence 
called in, cannot preuaile with ſome ; and therefore it boots 
not vs to ſpeake. Only to you (beloued) let me ſpeakea little 
touching your charges, you are not willing to haue me long 
now, in — receiue me thus: you, amongſt you that loue 
the Lord, the Church, the ſtate, your ſelues, & people; helpe 
the Lord againſt the mighty;lupprefle,nay, preuent this fin 
in your one houſes, let not a {wine come into your par- 
lors, fit at your tables, lye in your ſheets ; out with him, out 
with him, out with the man if he be a mouecable; if not, yet 
out with the drunkard, ſmite the ſinne, ſaue the man.

Say they be great and rich that be drunk there, let 
them ſpeed thereafter, as King Richards priſoner did, of 4
